I have used, as far as possible, the Hunterian system of spelling 
for place-names in Northern India. A few of the most famous names, 
such as Lucknow and Cawnpore, are spelt in the usual way; if one 
were to write Lakhnau and Khanpur, one might as well go to the 
limit, and write Kalikata and Mambai for Calcutta and Bombay. I 
do not know how far the Hunterian system should apply to names 
in S 1ern India. It does not seem to suit them. And of course 
it has no application to place-names in Burma and the Far East. 

Letters from the Court of Directors to India are usually referred 
to as despatches (De from C.), letters from India to the Court as 
letters. The names Bengal, Calcutta, and Fort William are used 
almost indiscriminately for Bengal; similarly Madras and Fort St.

All names beginning with Mac are spelt with the prefix in full, 
followed by a capital letter, e.g MacDonald, In early times the 
spelling of t », like other proper names, was quite indiscriminate.

APPENDIX I 
BENGAL

Appenprix I contains the names of about 120 men, whose names 
appear in various records, but who were not, or who cannot be identified 
to have been, regular members of the Service. The first fourteen 
names are taken, one from the marriage register, thirteen from the 
burial register, of St. Anne's Church, Calcutta ; the old church in Fort 
William, destroyed at the capture of the fort in 1756. It is probable 
that these men were in Government service. _ It is not likely that there 
would be many, if any, medical men in private practice in Calcutta, 
before the middle of the eighteenth century. There were always, of 
course, many ship surgeons of the Indiamen lying in the river. But 
in the entries in the register of the burial of ship surgeons, of which 
there are many, the name of the ship is given. 

The other names, of which there are over one hundred, are mostly, 
but not quite all, taken frem the Service Army Lists, Medical, Bengal, 
and fall chiefly under three heads: first, Sub. Asst.-Surgeons, mostly 
men holding posts usually held by commissioned medical officers ; 
second, names entered by mistake, by misreading or miscopying the 
real name, Christian or Surname; e.g. Robert, John, and George
